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WAR ON MUNITION PLANTS 


.Brace the beginning of th» war there 


h*ve been scores of explosions or sim- 
ilar "accidents" at American factories 
where arms and ammunition for the 
allies are being manufactured and of 
)•(« these occurrences have been be- 
coming more frequent while growing 
In magnitude. While a few of them 
may In reality have been due to ac- 
cidental causes, it would appear to the 
arerage citizen that there is 
some 


powerful 
movement or 
organization 


behind the attacks on American Indus- 
try, the destruction of American lives 
and property and the attempted Intim- 
idation oC American labor. The reve- 
lations preceding the dismissal of Dr. 
Dumba and certain 
Intimations that 


all American munition plants shall be 
attacked give ground for suspicion and 
should serve as a warning to the pub- 
lic and to the government. 


The most disheartening feature of 


the situation is the apparent inability 
of the- authorities to connect foreign 
agents or foreign sympathizers with 
the crimes that are popularly believed 
to have been deliberate. There is hut 
little disposition among tho American 
people to believe lhat such a chain of 
happenings s Is accidental, and many 
ere hoping against hope that some ac- 
tion will be- taken to prevent "acci- 
dents" that are not accidental. 


The fatal explosion al the Dn P^ont 


powder plant in Wilmington. DeO a 
Tew days ago was one of 
the most 


serious, but, as usual, there is no sat- 
isfactory explanation. All manner of 
rumors are afloat, but the officials of 
the company seem to create the Im- 
pression that there was no 
external 


agency behind tho terrible occurrence. 
It may lie that they are working earn- 
estly with government officials mean- 
while, or It may be that they do not 
•wish 
lo 
arouse 
further 
hostility 


among the suspected agencies, but 
whatever the cause, the 
Wilmington 


tragedy is in a fair way of becoming 
another Inexplicable "accident." 


If there is some organized attempt 


^o destroy American lives and proper- 
ty, with headquarters in this country, 
it Is a'reproach to our government 
which, with all the means at its dis- 
posal, should have been able to get to 
the root of the conspiracy by this 
time. 
Our federal officials aro very 


stringent of late in all relating to the 
admission of aliens, and our 
secret 


service department has been regarded 
as. one of the most efficient 
in 
tho 


world. 
Yet, the American laws are 


being-trampled on and 
disregarded, 


orable to the Gcrmin officials. Law- 
yers for the defence practically testi- 
fied against their clients, taking the- 
stand that- .what these were .accused 
of was not contrary to law. The out- 
come proves that the German inter- 
pretation of American law and the 
American Interpretation of the same 
do not agree, just as many German 
ideals of late have failed to coincide 
with American ideals. An appeal Is 
to be expected, and 
tho case 
will 


probably drag on in the- courts until 
the war is over, but nevertheless It 
will serve as a warning to all sympa- 
thizers with a'foreign cause, in this 
country, that the United States gov- 
ernment Intends to see that our laws 
are observed and our national poli- 
cies respected.

A CONFESSION 


The testimony of Dr. Karl Buenz, 


managing director of the Hamburg- 
American line, in the New York trial 
of himself and other officials and em- 
ployes of the line for conspiracy to 
defraud the United States, was a frank 
confession of acts which cannot be re- 
garded as legal. It may be that our 
Jaws are not effective enough to pro- 
vide adequate punishment, or any pun- 
ishment, but it Is now on record that 
the German government gave orders 
which it must have known then were 
at variance with the 
policy of tho 


United States. True to Us ideal o 
efficiency and preparation, whether in 
a bad or a good cause, the 
German 


government as far back as 1513 had 
arranged with tho Hamburg-American 
line for the 
supplying of 
German 


cruisers with coal and supplies In tin 
event 
of war. The 
charge 
under 


consideration was that the officials of 
the line In question undertook to do 
as the German government 
desired, 


though in so doing they deliberately 
defrauded our government and acted 
contrary to American law. 


Unfortunately for the German side 


of the case, patriotic Americans can- 
not admire the system—no matter how 
efficient or how effective—which 
de- 


pended for its success on a breach of 
American law. War may have thrown 
all treaties and laws to the winds, but 
hero was a plan worked out in all Us 
minute details In the. fall of 1913 when 
Dr. Buenz received from the head of- 
fice of his line at Hamburg a letter 
Informing him that his company had 
agreed to do some things for tho 
German government in case of war.

Convicted of Fraud — Penalty 2 


Years and Fine—Motion to. Set 
Aside Verdict Will be Made 


NEW YORK, 
Dee. 3.—The 
federal 


district court's filial disposition of the 
case of Dr. Karl Buenz and his three 
associates in the Hamburg-American 
jlfne, convicted last night ot conspiracy 
to 
deceive 
and 
defraud 
the United 


States, hung nrc loday. 
Judge Howe 


had set this forenoon as the time for 
hearing the usual formal motions of 
the defense, but when court convened 
the defendants' lawyers announced that 
they were not yet ready. The lateness 
of the hour lasi night when the verdict 
was reached was assigned as the reason 
for their failure to prepare the neces- 
sary motions. Judge Howe granted a 
further 
postponement till 
tomorrow 


morning. 
At lhat time motions to set 


aside the verdict and lo arrest Judg- 
ment, pending appeal, 
will be made. 


Meantime, the bail of the'defendants, 
$5000 each, will be continued. 
Only One Ballot 


In reaching its decision, the jury is 


reported to have taken but one ballot 
and this after several hours of discus- 
sion of the evidence In minute detail. 
The Jury was given the case at 2.10 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Its fore- 


man. George W. Palmer, announced the 
verdict at 10.10 o'clock last night, sev- 
en and one-half hours later. 


The four defendants affected by the 


verdict are Dr. Karl Buenz. managing 
director of the Hamburg-American Hue.

A fifth defendant. Felix BefTner, 


supercargo on one

steamers sent to supply the German 
fleet, was not brought lo trial. 
He 


was captured by the British while on 
his errand of relief, and Is at tho pres- 
ent time a prisoner in a Canadian de- 
tention camp. 


The four defendants took 
lite ver- 


dict calmly. 
At'ttr the jury had filed 


out. Dr. Buenz turned and shook hands 
v.'ith Kotter, sitting at his left. 


.Defendants' counsel, was silent as to 


the verdict. Roger B. \Vootl. the as- 
sistant United States district attorney, 
who conducted the government's case, 
had this to say: 
Laws Must lie Obeyed 


"This verdict means only one thins 


—that the laws of the United .States 
must bo observed by citizens of all

"The 
orator must be a master, full 


of that magnetic power to sway and 
control his audience, of exquisite com- 
position and sensibilities, with tongue 
to breathe the fire glowing with his 
own thought and action. Few mortals 
have these powers, for few excel In the 
faculty of speech. Every speech to per- 
suade must be based on common sense, 
reason and enlightened knowledge: its 
style must be simple and chaste and 
never in violation of good taste. 
An 


orator 
should 
he. 
an accomplished 


scholar of high Intelligence and wide 
range of knowledge, with n deep in- 
sight into men and p. capacity to per- 
ceive. 
But all these, with a style as 


pure ns Adrtisnn, and thoughts as grand 
as those of Rncon wo-ild not make an 
orator, unless accompanied hy a ntirt- 
pronnticiation and delivery, for th^se 
p.rc Ihe real ciistir.ctive qnr.Mties.

ilar "accidents" at American factories 
where arms and ammunition for the 


are being: manufactured and of 


l»te these occurrences have been be- 
coming more frequent while growing 
in magnitude. 
Whila a few of them 


may In .realily have been due to ac- 
cidental causes, it would appear to the 
average citizen that there 
is 
some 


powerful 
movement or organization 


hehlnd the attacks on American indus- 
try, the destruction of American lives 
and property and the attempted intim- 
idation of American labor. The reve- 
lations jyecedlng the dismissal of Dr. 
Dumba, and certain Intimations that 
all American munilion plants shall he 
attacked give ground for suspicion and 
should serve as a warning to the pub- 
lic and to the government. 


The most disheartening feature of 


the situation is the apparent inability 
of the authorities to connect foreign 
agents or foreign sympathizers with 
the crimes that are popularly believed 
to have been deliberate. There is but 
little disposition among the American 
people to believe that such a chain of 
happenings is accidental, and many 
are hoping against hope that some ac- 
tion will be taken to prevent "acci- 
dents" that are not accidental. 


The fatal explosion at the Du Pont 


powder plant in Wilmington, Del., a 
few days ago was one of 
the most 


serious, but, as usual, there Is no sat- 
isfactory explanation. All manner of 
rumors are afloat, but the officials of 
the company seem to create the Im- 
pression that there was no 
external 


agency behind the terrible occurrence. 
It may be that they arc working earn- 
estly with government officials mean- 
while, or it may be that they do not 
wish 
to 
arouse 
further 
hostility 


among 
the suspected agencies, but 


whatever the cause, the 
Wilmington 


tragedy is in a fair way of becoming 
another inexplicable "accident." 


If there !s some organized attempt 


'to destroy American lives and proper- 
ty, with headquarters in this country, 
it. is a reproach to our government
